We will do what we must, as the fu­ 
ture unfolds, with full awareness of the 
p recious nature of liberty, ready with our 
accumulation of modern arms to defend 
man’s right to his soul, but always p lodding 
on in the hop e of eventually reaching the 
golden heights they asp ired to—real and 
lasting p eace.

The Do cto r Sa vs: 


By DR. EDWIN P. J ORDAN, M.D. 


A hernia, as alm ost everyone knows, is a bulging 


o f certain body structures through tissues which 
a re sup p osed to hold them in p lace. 
Q —Would you say som ething about 
a d ia p h ra g­ 
m a tic h ernia? Would 
so m e sort of diet alleviate 
the sensations?—E. C. 
A—This Is a co nditio n in which there la a pro ­ 
trusio n o f so m e o f the co ntent* o f the abdo men 
thro ugh the muscular diaphragm to ward o r into the 
chest cav ity . There are sev eral v arieties and, o f 
co urse, so m e are small and so m e large. 
Once the diagno sis ha* been made, the phy sician 
has to decide whether the hernia is sm all eno ugh, 
the sy m pto m s are slight eno ugh and o ther facto rs 
are such that it m ay be treated by co nserv ativ e 
measure* co nsisting usually o f small m eals, m o d­ 
erate ex ercise, bland diet and the like, o r whether 
surgery is indicated. Because these hernias v ary 
so ranch fro m perso n to perso n and because o f the 
age o f the patient and o ther facto rs, the decisio n 
as to ho w to treat a diaphragmatic hernia has to 
he based o n the indiv idual circumstances. 
Q—Would you exp lain the te rm chronic p ulm on­ 
a ry insufficiency?—E. R. 


A—This 
means essentially 
that 
there 
is 
no t 
eno ugh functio ning lung tissue to abso rb an ade- 
fpiate amo unt o f o x y gen fro m the air and put it 
into the blo o d. There can be a number o f reaso ns 
fo r this inadequacy , hut the principal sy mpto m is 
generally sho rtness o f breath, particularly o n ex er­ 
tio n.

A—There are a number o f po ssibilities, includ­ 
ing v ario us nerv o us o r circulato ry diso rders.

o f the po ssibilities is a disease kno wn as perni­ 
cio us anemia, which if present, sho uld he diagno sed 
and fo r which treatment sho uld he o btained pro mpt­ 
ly . I fear, ho wev er, it is impo ssible to tell at a d is­ 
tance which o f the many po ssibilities m ay be at 
fault in an Indiv idual case o f this so rt. 


Q 
I would ap p reciate any inform ation concern­ 
ing a fallen stom ach. Is it serious and w hat can be 
done?—Mrs, R. C. 


A—There is co nsiderable difference no rmally in 
the po sitio n o f the sto m ach, In the tall, slender 
perso n it generally lies lo wer and at a different 
angle than it do es in the sho rt, sto cky o ne. Little 
is heard to day abo ut a fallen sto mach and its po s­ 
sible implicatio ns in relatio n to sy m pto m s. I be­ 
liev e that it is no t o ften diagno sed no r o ften treated 
to day . 


Q 
I have a kidney stone and am w aiting to 
lose it. While in the hosp ital it w as too high to be 
rem oved but is now sup p osedly in the bladder. Can 
waiting do h a rm to the kidney?—E. R. 


A— I believ e that generally specialist* in uro lo gy 
are Inclined to remo v e a bladder sto ne if It is to o 
large to pass naturally . This is because o f the po ssi­ 
bility that to leav e it wo uld harm the urinary tract.
